Forty members of Phi Beta Kap¬ 
pa, oldest and most distinguished 
Greek letter fraternity in America, 
will gather for their second meet¬ 
ing of the year at eight o'clock, Sat¬ 
urday evening, February 23, at Rol¬ 
lins College. They will be addressed 
by Percy Mac Kaye, dramatist and 
poet, and by Charles F, Timing, 
former national president of the So¬ 
ciety. The meeting wilt be held in 
the I *n ring A. Chase Organ Room, 
Pinefnmt Hall, with organ solos 
played by Dr. Helen W. Cole, 

Phi Beta Kappa was founded in 
1776 at William and Mary, Virginia. 
Election of undergraduates to mem¬ 
bership h restricted to those who 
show' the highest scholarship in their 
institution, united with qualities of 
leadership and personality. So care¬ 
fully does the national organization 
restrict the granting of chapters that 
there is as yet in the state of Florida 
no chapter of Phi Beta Kappa, ex¬ 
cept the one now forming at Rollins 
College through the preliminary 
steps of the Central Florida Associa¬ 
tion. In three years time Rollins 
College will be entitled to apply for 
a chapter, provided the scholarship 
standards of the College have proved 
acceptable to the national organiza¬ 
tion. 

Members already in Winter Park 
and Rollins College are: Percy Mac- 
Kayc, Clinton Scollard.

ESSAY CONTEST FINALS 
TO BE HELD TOMORROW 


Tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock 
state winners of the Irving Bnchel- 
Icr Essay contest will compete in the 
finals* delivering their essays from 
memory at the author's estate, 
"Gate '(> T The Isles." Dr. Albert 
Shaw, editor of Review of Reviews, 
will preside. 

Orlando, Dade City, Delray 
Reach, and Hillsboro high schools 
are represented by students w ho will 
compete in the finals. Winning es¬ 
says were chosen by a reading com¬ 
mittee elected several weeks ago by 
members of the general contest com- 
mittee* 

Twenty-six high school students 
representing 19 high schools of the 
state entered essays in the 1929 
contest. The 26 students having es¬ 
says entered in this year's contest 
gained that privilege by winning 
out in elimination contests conduct¬ 
ed within the schools represented. 

Mr. Racheller wdll present his gift 
of two gold medals to the hoy and 
girl whose css a vs win first pi act's for 
beauty and originality of expres¬ 
sion. Two other first, prizes con¬ 
sisting of two ten-dollar gold pieces 
will be given to the hoy and girl 
w-hosc essays are most accurate his¬ 
torically. The gold pieces are the 
gift of the Florida Historical socie¬ 
ty and will be presented by Mr. A, 
J. Hanna, 

Subjects for the 1929 llae heller 
Essey contest were: "The Conquis- 
tadn res of Florida: 1513-1561;" 

"France vs. Spain in Florida: 1562- 
J57F'; and "Florida, a Spainsh Col¬ 
ony: 1574-1768.” 

Three of the four winning essays 
to he given are on "The Conquista- 
dores of Florida." They are by Thel¬ 
ma Raker, of Orlando High school; 
Prvlc Dillingham, of Delray High 
school; ;and Laura Belt Fisher, of 
Hillsboro High school. The other 
winning essay 1$ on "French vs. 
Spain in Florida" by Donald Jae- 
gar, of Dade City High school. 

Last year's gold medals were won , 
by Kenneth Curry, who is a fresh¬ 
man at Rollins and by Ruthjeanne 
Bellamy who also won the medal in 
the 1927 contest and subsequently 
won a scholarship to Columbia Uni¬ 
versity. Both were students of Or¬ 
lando High school. Chester IL 
Yates of Plant City and Nellie Ken¬ 
nedy, of Brooksville received gold 
pieces as prizes in the contest of 
1928. 

Of remarkable note is the fact 
that Orlando has won in the essay 
contest for four consecutive years 
(luring which Miss Eoline Everett 
has been head of the English de¬ 
partment and instructor of journa¬ 
lism there. 

Since 1920 the Irving BacheUer | 
essay contest has been conducted ■ 
annually under tjie auspices of Rol¬ 
lins College. Mr. BacheUer 1 s pur¬ 
pose in establishing the contest was 
to stimulate greater interest among 
Florida high students, in good Eng¬ 
lish and in present-day problems. 
Since t92ti all subjects have been 
chosen from fields of Florida His¬

REV. DR. NORWOOD GIVES 
UNION SERVICE SUNDAY

An event of chief importance 
during Founders Week will be the 
sermon, Sunday evening, Feb, 24, at 
the union service in Recreation Hall, 
given by the Rev. Dr, Robert Nor¬ 
wood, rector of St. Bartholomew's 
church. New York City. Dr. Nor¬ 
wood, a Canadian by birth but now 
a naturalized American citizen, is 
regarded throughout the United 
States, Canada, and England* as 
one of the leading liberal clergymen 
of his denomination. 


Men particularly wull find in Rob¬ 
ert Norwood a vigorous, open-air 
sailor of Nova Scotia sailing-boats* 
a fisherman, a story-teller, a hearty 
comrade and friend, but more than 
th is, a priest of God who knows ex¬ 
actly His Father's business, and w’ho 
makes his service a living commun¬ 
ion of faith and reality. During Dr. 
Norwood's years in the church of 
St. Paul's, Overbrook, Penn,, men 
and women, young and old, came to 
hear him from every denomination 
in the city of Philadelphia. 

Robert Norwood is an author and 
poet, member of the Players Club, 
New York, and pastor of one of the 
wealthiest churches of New’ York, a 
church which has distinguished it¬ 
self for its social service and char- 
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it able work and for the liberality 
and Christian integrity of its relig¬ 
ious doctrine. 

Dr. Norwood, wdio has several 
friends among members of the Rol* 
Jins faculty, will be accompanied on 
his visit by Mrs. Norwood. His 
coming is n rich opportunity for all 
students and citizens interested in 
the religion of the Christ, particu¬ 
larly as it was interpreted by those 
of the. First, and Second centuries 
who w T ere closest to the Great Re¬ 
deemer.

Percy Mae Kaye, noted pi av write 
and poet, who is a special instruc¬ 
tor at Rollins during the winter 
term, made his first appearance on 
an assembly program Thursday 
when he read his poem on Edison, 

The poem not only praises Edi¬ 
son as a genius of the scientific lab¬ 
oratory, but also bespeaks the beau¬ 
ty of the inventor's soul, his friend¬ 
ly spirit, and life of service, re¬ 
counting his inventions. 

Mr, Mae Kaye related the friend¬ 
ship of Mr. Edison with his father, 
Steel MacKaye, who invented many 
devices for the theatre and built in 
New York the Lyceum, the first 
electric-lighted theatre in the world. 
Lighting facilities were installed by 
Edison himself, 

Mr. MacKaye said he, has been in¬ 
vited to express the meaning of Edi¬ 
son's extraordinary life w'hen the in¬ 
ventor's old friends presented him 
with his statue on his seventy-fifth 
birthday. They had much difficulty 
in persuading Edison to leave his 
laboratory for dinner and just had 
time to set up the statue before his 
return. 

How'd you 
get here? By parcel post?” Those 
were Edison's first words upon his 
return to the laboratory, according 
to Mr. MacKaye. 

Mr, MacKaye afterward read his 
poem in Carnegie Hall, New York, 
and was awarded a gold medal.

'File recipients of fellowships must 
yet be approved by the Institute of 
International Education through 
which the fellowships were secured. 
Harry James has been recommended 
for a fellowship to Switzerland , 
should another to that country be¬ 
come available. Richard Hayward 
has been recommended for a position 
in a french school as an assistant 
instructor in English. 

Fellowships for Rollins students 
have been made possible through ef¬ 
forts of President Holt. Five for¬ 
eign students are now studying at 
Rollins as exchanges for the Rollins 
fellowships in Europe. 

Within the past year Rollins has 
been placed on the list of American 
colleges approved by the Institute 


of International Education, of which 
Stephen F. Duggan is director. 

Applicants for the fellowships 
numbered nineteen, fifteen of which 
were senior students, according to 
Dean Anderson. Four graduates 
applied. 

Only seniors and graduates were 
eligible to receive fellowships. Other 
requirements for eligibility included: 
that the applicant be an American 
citizen; have good moral character; 
intellectual ability, and suitable per¬ 
sonality; possess good health, an 
ability to do independent study and 
research; and have a practical read¬ 
ing, writing, and speaking knowl¬ 
edge of language of instruction in 
the particular country. 

Fellowships are good for one year 
ami must be used in 1929-30. Those 
who hold them have tuition, room and 
board paid for one year at a stand¬ 
ard foreign college* Traveling and 
other incidental expenses are not in¬ 
cluded. 

According to Dean Anderson, it 
is not yet known if fellowships will 
be offered Roll ins students again 
next vtar.
